Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuii^ 
year. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  s\mis  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  for  the 
same. 

Article  3 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  any  more  money  for  the  re- 
pairs of  highways  than  the  law  requires. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  on  any  vote  relating  thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  sixty  two  dollars  and  twenty -two  cents  ($1062.22.  and  apply  for 
State  Aid  for  Class  V  Highways.

As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt 
decreased  by  $15,181.25  in  1956.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 

Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimat- 
ed and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1956,  are 
presented  in  exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Ex- 
hibit A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $14,314.82,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropri- 
ations of  $10,849.73,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,465.09. 

Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B) 

A  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditiires  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accoxmts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B.    Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
September  30,  1957,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  K. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  cust- 
ody, receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  fimds  were  examined  and  audited. 
Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified. 
Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances 
made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Financial  Condition: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  cur- 
rent liabilities)  increasedby  $2,181.25, from  $24,579.47  to  $26,760.72,  dur- 
ing 1956,  as  shown  by  the  followii^  statement:

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Uncollected  Poll  Taxes  -  Prior  Years: 

It  is  again  noted  that  uncollected  poll  taxes  on  account  of  the  levies 
of  1951  and  prior  years,  amounting  to  $3,334.00  still  remain  on  the  Collect- 
or's warrants  for  those  years.  It  is  also  noted  that  no  activity  in  any  of 
these  accovmts  has  taken  place  in  the  past  few  years. 

Therefore,  as  these  poll  taxes  apparently  are  uncollectible,  they 
should  be  abated.  It  is  not  good  accounting  procedure  to  include  such  ac- 
coimts  which  have  no  value,  as  assets  in  the  balance  sheet  every  year. 

Inasmuch  as  these  uncollected  poll  taxes  can  only  be  removed  from 
the  warrants  by  regular  abatement  procedure,  this  should  be  attended  to 
before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 


Conclusion: 

The  provision  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  the 
sxmimary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  of  this  re- 
port shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Salem  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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LIBRARY    TRUSTEES    REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1957 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salem: 

YoTir  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  continuing  interest  in  the  li- 
brary on  the  part  of  our  old  friends  and  an  encouraging  interest  on  the  part 
of  many  new  patrons.  In  the  latter  group  we  include  the  youth  of  the  town, 
elementary  schools  and  High  school  students,  who  have  foimd  the  service 
we  have  been  able  to  provide  useful  in  their  school  studies,  and  they  have 
also  enjoyed  reading  for  recreation.  In  an  effort  to  provide  adequate  facili- 
ties for  study  and  reading  at  the  library  and  still  give  an  economical  admin- 
istration, your  trustees  at  a  meeting  last  summer  voted  to  follow  the  sug- 
gestions of  our  librarian  and  have  Mr.  Felch  make  certain  renovations  to 
the  interior  of  the  library.  These  included  placing  shelves  in  the  reference 
room  and  moving  the  children's  books  to  provide  a  place  that  they  could  con- 
sider their  own.  Shelves  were  buUt  on  the  Northeast  side  of  the  main  library 
to  provide  space  for  our  reference  books  and  this  area  will  be  used  for  a 
study  room.  The  floor  surroimding the  library  book  shelves  has  been  sanded 
and  varnished,  the  overdrapes  were  cleaned,  and  the  exterior  of  the  library 
was  painted.  Your  trustees  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  renovations  wiU 
provide  adequate  facilities  for  two  more  years  at  which  time  there  is  the 
possibility  that  the  town  could  have  a  new  library. 

We  are  more  than  pleased  at  the  cordial  response  of  the  children  to 
the  Story  Hour  which  Mrs.  Forrest  is  conducting  each  Saturday  forenoon  at 
Salem  Center  and  Salem  Depot.  This  project  was  started  by  Mrs.  Forrest 
following  a  simimer  course  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  made  pos- 
sible by  a  scholarship.  Successfxil  at  the  library,  parents  of  children  in  the 
Salem  Depot  section  expressed  the  hope  that  such  a  service  could  be  provided 
them.  The  Salem  Kiwanis  Club,  always  generous  and  cooperative,  took  an 
interest  and  provided  their  meeting  room  in  Hotel  Rockingham  for  the  Story 
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Hour.    The  trustees  are  gratefxil  to  Kiwanis  and  appreciate  Mrs.  Forrest's 
efforts. 

Anything  that  stimulates  an  interest  in  good  literature  among  our 
children  is  worthwhile  and  parents  are  aware  of  this  and  have  cooperated. 

Those  who  read  the  treasurer's  report  in  the  annual  town  report  have 

noted  an  item  each  year  under  money  received  entitled  "Bailey  Fxmd".  It 

may  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  to  know  that  the  late  John  Bailey,  a  native 

of  Lowell,  Mass.  who  had  lived  on  Milleville  St.,  willed  a  sum  of  money  to 

the  Townof  Salem,  the  interest  of  which  was  to  be  used  each  year  to  purchase 

Children's  Books.  The  late  Mr.  Bailey  was  keenlv  interested  in  good  liter- 
at\ire  and  his  generosity  has  paid  dividends  through  the  years. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Library  for 
their  assistance  provided  through  the  Bookmobile^  to  the  many  organizations 
in  Salem,  who  from  time  to  time  have  been  kind  to  us,  and  all  others  who  by 
their  deeds  have  made  our  efforts  worthwhile.

During  the  year  1957  the  Salem  Fire  Department  responded  to  251 
alarms,  an  increase  of  107  alarms  over  1956.   The  fire  loss  during  the  year 
1957  amounted  to  $41,265.00  compared  with  a  loss  of  $16,230.00  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  new  Mack  750-gallon  pumper  arrived  in  December,  and  satisfac- 
torily passed  all  tests  required. by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 
The  Ssdem  Lions  Club  donated  a  Diamond  T  chassis  to  the  department  to  re- 
place the  one  on  the  1100  gallon  water  tanker.  The  men  of  the  department, 
with  the  help  of  several  public -spirited  citizens,  built  a  temporary  addition 
to  the  fire  station.  This  new  stall  houses  the  water  tanker  and  enables  it  to 
be  kept  in  service  the  whole  year,  whereas  it  was  formerly  used  only  diirii^ 
the  brush  fire  season.  Engine  #2  was  not  disposed  of  and  is  being  used  as  a 
reserve  piece. 

The  fire  department  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Salem  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation.

to  be  effective,  September,  1958 

CLASSIFICATION 

Each  teacher  will  be  classified  in  one  of  the  three  groups  on  the 
basis  of  educational  qualifications.  Those  who  have  a  Master's  degree  or 
equivalent  will  be  in  group  one;  those  with  a  Bachelor's  degree,  in  group 
two;  and  those  with  no  degree,  in  group  three. 

Basic  Salary  Schedules  -  These  Schedules  apply  to  elementary  and 
secondary  teachers  alike  and  set  the  minim vmi  figures.

All  salaries  under  these  schedules  shall  begin  as  of  September  first 
in  each  year,  and  payments  shall  be  made  every  two  weeks  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months. 

Previous  years  of  teaching  experience  in  other  communities  shall 
be  credited  for  this  schedule,  provided  a  teacher  has  not  been  away  from 
the  profession  more  than  three  years.    For  each  year  of  teaching  experi- 
ence previous  to  the  last  three  years  of  absence,  a  teacher  shall  receive 
one-half  additional  credit  on  schedule. 

To  qualify  for  the  increase  in  the  6th  year  and  in  the  10th  year  the 
teachers  in  the  district  should  have  the  6  hours  of  professional  study  ap- 
proved by  the  superintendent. 

PRINCIPALS  -  HEAD  TEACHERS 

An  additional  sum  of  $200  will  be  paid  annually  to  each  elementary 
school  principal.  A  principal  of  an  elementary  school  is  defined  as  a  teach- 
er who  has  three  (3)  or  more  teachers  under  his  or  her  jurisdiction. 

Head  Teachers  shall  receive  an  additional  sum  of  $100  annually.  A 
Head  Teacher  is  one  who  rims  a  school  with  less  than  three  teachers. 

This  salary  schedule  shall  not  apply  to  non-teaching  principals. 

COACHES  AND  DIRECTORS  OF  MAJOR  SPORTS  AND  SPECIAL  TEACHERS 
Increments  shall  be  added  at  the  direction  of  the  School  Board. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

It  is  assimied  that  within  every  salary  $  100  is  Included  for  work  in 
extra-curriciilar  activities. 

SICK  LEAVE 

Each  year  a  teacher  is  entitled  to  10  days  of  sick  leave.  This  is  ac- 
cumulative to  30  days.  In  case  of  extended  sickness,  the  teacher  must  pre- 
sent evidence  substantiating  the  sick  leave. 

After  expiration  of  sick  leave,  the  substitute's  pay  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  salary  of  the  regiilar  teacher  for  the  remaining  period  of  absence. 

OUTSIDE  EMPLOYMENT 

No  teacher  may  have  outside  employment  from  the  opening  of  school 
\mtil  the  closing  of  school  imless  with  the  express  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

TENURE 

Effective  as  of  the  school  year  1957-1958,  each  teacher  remaining 
three  consecutive  years  within  the  district  shall  automatically  enjoy  tenure 
of  office.  A  teacher  may  be  removed  for  cause.  A  teacher  may  request  a 
hearing  before  a  group  composed  of  two  teachers  and  three  School  Board 
members.  Each  member  shall  have  one  vote.  To  be  removed  from  office 
will  reqxilre  a  majority  vote  of  the  committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

February  1,  1958 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  SALEM: 

During  the  past  year  the  school  board  has  continued  a  plan  of  re- 
storing and  improving  existing  school  buildings.  This  will  prolong  their 
service  and  has  improved  their  appearance. 

The  high  school  has  a  new  roof  and  the  corridors  and  stair  wells 
were  repaired  and  painted.  A  sovind  proof  ceiling  was  installed  in  the  shop 
area,  in  order  to  minimize  the  noise,  for  the  benefit  of  the  science  students 
overhead. 

The  basement  of  the  auditorium  received  the  first  coat  of  paint, 
louvers  were  installed  in  the  locker  room  doors,  and  a  large  exhaust  fan 
was  placed  in  the  underground  exit.  A  tile  project  which  was  started  in  the 
shower  rooms  last  year  was  completed.  This  has  made  the  basement  more 
sanitary  and  has  improved  its  appearance. 

Ten  classrooms  and  corridors  in  Central  were  painted  and  a  third 
of  the  windows  have  been  weather -stripped. 

The  floor  of  the  Nxmiber  Four  School  was  reinforced  and  new  light 
fixtures  were  installed. 

In  Niimber  Nine  School  the  first  floor  rooms  of  the  new  addition  were 
completed  and  lavatory  facilities  were  increased. 

The  school  board  is  very  proud  of  the  new  elementary  school  in  the 
depot  area.  Although  it  is  not  elaborate  it  is  appealing  to  the  eye  and  very 
functional.  It  was  designed  and  located  to  allow  for  expansion  when  the  need 
arises.  Opening  of  the  new  school  will  mean  the  temporary  closing  of  the 
Number  Six  School.  Projected  enrollments  show  that  it  may  be  necessary 
to  reopen  this  school  by  the  fall  of  1959. 

The  school  board  wishes  to  focus  your  attention  on  the  high  school 
and  over-crowded  conditions  which  will  become  worse  in  the  future.   The 
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acceptable  enrollment  of  Woodbury  and  Central  together  is  about  620  pupils. 
We  expect  an  enrollment  of  640  pupils  for  both  schools  in  the  Fall  of  1958. 
This  will  increase  to  approximately  750  pupils  for  1959  and  by  1963  we  ex- 
pect about  960  pupils  in  both  schools. 

There  are  two  possible  courses  of  action  open  to  us.  One  is  to  build 
a  new  junior  high  school  at  a  cost  of  about  $450,000.  The  other  is  to  add  to 
our  present  facilities  at  a  cost  of  about  $275,000.  The  school  board  is  re- 
luctant to  predict  just  how  long  this  will  satisfy  our  secondary  needs.  Ele- 
mentary classes  show  signs  of  leveling  off  and  this  may  mean  that  we  have 
ten  years  or  more  freedom  from  building  at  our  secondary  level  after  the 
new  addition  is  built. 

After  much  thought  and  discussion  the  board  has  decided  to  support 
the  second  coiirse  of  action  which  will  be  outlined  in  detail  at  the  Annual 
District  Meeting. 

The  problem  of  transportation  continues  to  monopolize  the  board's 
time.  Time  spent  with  these  problems  could  better  be  spent  on  more  im- 
portant items  of  education.  Therefore,  we  have  set  up  a  test  case  for  trans- 
portation within  our  budget  and  warrant. 

We  wish  to  express  sincere  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  support 
we  have  received  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 

February  1,  1958 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  SALEM 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  second  Annual  Report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools,  in  Salem.  This  report  deals  briefly  with  the  following  sub- 
jects: Personnel,  Cxirriculum,  School  Buildings,  School  Construction,  Bond- 
ed Indebtedness  and  Borrowing  Capacity  and  Community  Organizations. 

Reports  of  the  principals,  school  niirse  and  music  supervisors,  as 
well  as  statistical  reports  are  also  included. 

PERSONNEL 

Last  September  fifteen  teachers  were  new  to  their  respective  posi- 
tions and  two  former  teachers  returned  to  teach  in  Salem.  A  chart  listing 
information  about  the  new  teachers  is  included. 

All  teachers  have  continued  membership  in  local,  state  and  national 
professional  teachers'  organizations  and  have  attempted  to  keep  abreast  of 
modern  practices  by  attendance  at  local  and  state  teachers'  meetings.  Each 
year  many  teachers  are  taking  courses  for  professional  improvement. 

Salem  continues  to  have  a  high  percentage  of  teacher  turnover,  es- 
pecially in  the  high  school.  There  were  few  changes  this  year  in  the  ele- 
mentary field  other  than  for  new  additions,  which  was  good.  If  we  can  reach 
stability  at  all  levels,  our  schools  will  continue  to  progress  even  better. 
The  answer,  of  course,  is  higher  salaries.  Your  school  board  is  cognizant 
of  this  fact  and  is  meeting  the  problem  head-on.  It  means  better  pay  for 
scarce  category  teachers  as  weU  as  for  our  best  qualified  and  more  suc- 
cessful ones.  The  sum  total  of  this  understanding  means  a  better  school 
system.  I  might  add  also  that  the  more  we  pay  our  teachers  the  more  we 
can  expect  from  them. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

Your  school  board  should  be  commended  for  the  excellent  ^condition 
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of  all  school  buildings.    They  have  continued  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
conditions  ^of  all  buildings.    Important  improvements  made  since  the  last 
annual  report  include  a  new  roof  on  the  Woodbury  High  School,  painting  and 
plastering  of  the  Woodbury  High  School  corridors,  removal  of  glass  blocks 
in  the  upper  corridors  of  Woodbury  High,  insulation  of  the  shop  ceiling  and 
the  purchase  of  a  new  condensation  pxmip  at  Woodbury.   The  corridors  and 
the  older  rooms  of  Central  were  painted  plus  a  certain  amount  of  weather 
proofing.    The  basement  area  of  No.  8  School  was  cleaned  out  and  storage 
areas  provided.  New  wash  bowls  and  additional  toilets  were  provided  at  the 
\No.   9   School  and  the  two  additional  rooms  were  completed.    The  No.  4 
School  has  new  light  fijctures  and  the  floor  has  been  given  additional  support. 
Special  commendation  should  go  to  the  custodians  for  the  fine  work 
they  did  in  preparing  the  buildings  for  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall. 

SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION 

At  the  last  School  District  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  build  a  12 -room 
building  in  the  No.  6  Area.  This  building  will  be  ready  this  spring  and  will 
be  occupied  by  8  classes.  It  will  be  fully  equipped  next  fall.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful structure  and  the  town  should  be  proud  of  its  achievement. 

K  will  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  Woodbury  Hi^  School  next  year  to 
complete  the  program  for  a  modern  high  school  able  to  provide  an  education 
to  meet  all  standards.  We  will  need  additional  classrooms  to  meet  the  fu- 
ture enrollments  and  also,  we  must  provide  new  home  economics  qiiarters, 
a  music  room ,  a  library,  enlarge  the  cafeteria,  provide  cafeteria  storage 
and  we  should  provide  an  administrative  suite,  foyer  to  the  gym,  and  with  a 
high  school  of  900-1000  students  expected,  there  must  be  expanded  facili- 
ties for  physical  education. 

Future  building  construction  beyond  this  program,  looking  forward 
Into  the  future,  will  take  place  in  the  No.  4  and  No.  8  areas  and  an  addition 
to  the  No.  1  School,  dependent  upon  population  growth. 
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BONDED  INDEBTEDNESS  AND  BORROWING  CAPACITY 

According  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Law,  a  school  district  may 
borrow  up  to  4%  of  the  assessed  valuation  as  equalized;  by  special  permis- 
sion the  district  may  borrow  up  to  6%.  The  Salem  School  District  has  an 
assessed  valuation  as  equalized  of  $17,997,693.  The  present  indebtedness 
is  $479,000  which  means  that  the  present  net  borrowing  capacity  of  the  dis- 
trict as  of  March  1958  is  $240,908  at  the  4%  rate  and  $600,862  at  the  6% 
rate.  We  will  reduce  our  indebtedness  $59,000  more  by  March  1959.  New 
valuations  as  equalized  are  issued  every  two  years — the  next  one  due  is 
1958. 

The  1957  State  Legislature  increased  state  contribution  toward  costs 
of  construction  from  20%  to  30%  of  a  district's  annual  payment  toward  capi- 
tal expenditures.  This  year  Salem  received  a  check  for  $14,700  for  Build- 
ing Aid,  from  the  State. 

Salem  received  a  check  for  State  Foundation  A^d  for  $43,195.83. 
We  are  appreciative  of  what  the  state  does  but  I  believe  the  state  should  as- 
sume a  greater  burden  toward  the  education  of  our  children.  New  Hamp- 
shire voted  about  $4,000,000  for  State  Aid  over  a  two-year  period  while 
Vermont  provides  $13,000,000  and  Maine  provides  $21,000,000  for  State 
Aid. 

CtJRRICULUM 

The  Salem  children  are  equipped  with  textbooks  as  good  as  are  avail- 
able. Basal  series  have  been  instigated  in  all  subjects  and  completed  in 
most  grades.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  reading  and  a  complete  testing 
program,  under  the  guidance  of  Robert  Dolph,  Helping  Teacher,  is  in  oper- 
ation. Evaluationof  all  achievement  tests  has  helped  materially  with  proper 
er  grotping.  Hie  Helping  Teacher  is  available  to  give  helpful  advice,  coun- 
sel and  assistance  to  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  as  a  constructive  means 
of  improving  the  educational  growth  and  development  of  children— solving 
pupil  problems  of  retardation  and  maX-adjustment,  adopting  the  program  el 
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studies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children  and  the  community,  bringing  re- 
sources outside  of  the  school  to  the  classroom  teachers,  pupil,  parents  and 
community,  and  in  general  acting  as  a  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  and 
community  in  the  fields  of  curriculum,  testing,  in-service  training  of  teach- 
ers and  grade  placement. 

Mr.  Dolph  and  your  superintendent  have  met  each  month  with  the 
principals  and  head-teachers  in  the  Union  to  stress  important  trends  in  ed- 
ucation and  to  give  all  an  opportunity  to  exchange  valuable  ideas  and  tech- 
niques. It  is  the  opinion  of  your  superintendent  that  we  should  continue  to 
stress  the  basic  fundamentals  that  lead  to  a  balanced  liberal  education  and 
not  be  unduly  alarmed  over  what  other  coimtries  are  doing  in  certain  areas. 
Overspecialization  can  be  as  harmful  as  neglect  of  specialization.  The 
problem  is  how  to  strike  a  balance  between  the  two. 

Educational  Television  is  becoming  more  of  a  reality.  Daytime  pro- 
grams for  participating  schools  will  start  this  spring  from  Channel  2  in 
Boston.  Next  fall  a  fuller  program  wUl  be  in  effect.  All  school  districts 
should  Investigate  the  feasibility  of  installing  television  sets  in  the  schools. 

This  past  fall  an  Evening  in  Education  was  held  in  Salem  to  provide 
an  opportunity  for  the  citizens  to  discuss  what  they  wanted  for  their  children. 
It  was  obvious  that  they  wanted  the  best  education  possible.  Recommenda- 
tions included  a  physical  education  program  from  the  elementary  school 
through  high  school,  small  classes  averaging  about  25  pupils,  raise  the  en- 
trance age  to  six  years  by  September  first,  guidance  program  starting  in 
grade  seven,  special  teachers  for  remedial  reading,  retarded  children  and 
penmanshU).  All  of  these  programs  are  worthwhile  and  they  are  needed  in 
Salem.  Tliey  should  be  provided  when  money  and  space  are  available.  The 
School  Board  will  attempt  to  fulfill  some  of  these  needs  this  coming  year. 

Some  school  districts  are  contemplating  running  a  four -week  siun- 
mer  session  for  piq)lls  on  a  voluntary  basis. 
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WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Francis  H.  Geremonty,  Principal 

We  have  had  to  request  the  use  of  three  rooms  in  the  Central  School 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  expanding  enrollment.  As  Of  October  1,  1957  we 
had  a  total  enrollment  of  339  in  the  high  school.  The  additional  classroom 
space  has  eliminated  the  need  of  using  the  stage  for  moving  picture  pro- 
jection. Room  2  is  now  used  for  this  purpose  and  also  as  an  informal  Art 
room  and  All-purpose  room. 

With  a  gradioating  class  of  58  going  out  and  an  eighth  grade  of  about 
110  coming  in,  we  will  again  need  more  classrooms  by  September  1958. 

The  curriculimi  in  the  industrial  arts  course  has  been  enriched  by 
the  addition  of  Metal  Working,  Spot  Welding  and  Silk  Screening.  This  Gen- 
eral Shop  Course  is  elective  for  grades  9  and  10,  and  open  to  grades  11  and 
12  on  a  selective  basis.  It  is  hoped  that  some  day  we  may  add  a  course  in 
Electricity  or  Automotive  Repair  for  grades  11  and  12. 

We  still  need  additional  space  for  Home  Economics,  the  Commercial 
Department  and  the  Music  Department. 

This  sxraimer  a  number  of  badly  needed  repairs  were  made  to  the 
physical  plant  of  which  we  are  indeed  proud.  Lavatory  facilities  were  added 
to  the  Teachers'  room.  The  roof  was  repaired,  the  halls  received  a  fresh 
coat  of  paint,  the  shops  were  completely  so\ind  proofed,  the  boys*  and  girls' 
shower  rooms  were  tiled  and  locker  rooms  were  painted  and  a  new  exhaust 
fan  was  installed  in  the  locker  rooms. 

The  students,  through  funds  received  from  the  magazine  drive,  pur- 
chased two  11 -gallon  electric  water  coolers  for  Woodbury  and  surveyed, 
marked  off  and  painted  the  parking  space  as  their  contribution  to  improve- 
ments being  made. 

Of  the  57  graduates  22  have  been  accepted  at  post-secondary  schools 
and  colleges;  1  secretarial  college;  1  art  school;  3  nursing  school;  1  pract- 
ical nurse;  1  post-gradxiate  at  Woodbury;  1  modeling  school;  2  are  working 
at  secretarial  positions;  1  telephone  operator;  15  employed  in  the  fields  of 
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industry;  3  are  in  the  Air  Force,  4  Navy,  1  Army  and  1  married.    50%  of 
the  class  are  furthering  their  education. 

The  high  school  continues  to  offer  a  well-rounded  guidance  program 
by  use  of  intelligence,  achievement  and  aptitude  tests.  A  good  source  of 
scholarship  information  is  brought  to  the  students*  attention  and  the  admin- 
istration is  grateful  to  all  the  local  groiq)s  who  have  offered  scholarships  to 
our  graduates.  Students  are  encouraged  to  visit  schools  of  higher  learning, 
i.e.  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  Hi-U  Day,  Teachers*  Colleges,  etc. 

The  school  has  continued  to  subscribe  to  the  School  Assembly  Serv- 
ice. This  organization  provides  instructional,  entertaining  and  educational 
programs^  We  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  to  better  enjoy  these  pro- 
grams or  any  program  in  the  gymnasium,  the  acoustics  should  be  definite- 
ly improved. 

Woodbury  High  School  is  a  member  of  the  National  Honor  Society, 
approved  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  and  is  accredited 
by  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

I  recommend  that  we  give  some  thought  to  the  expansion  of  the  li- 
brary facilities — both  room  and  books;  that  we  consider  a  course  in  Speech, 
elective  in  grades  11  and  12,  and  also  additional  courses  in  the  Fine  Arts. 
A  well-rounded  course  in  Physical  Education  would  take  full  advantage  of 
the  excellent  gym  facilities.  Such  a  course  would  also  relieve  the  pressure 
on  needed  classroom  and  study  hall  space. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I  didn't  again  mention  the  need  of  a 
fire  escape  for  room  11,  and  a  covered  shelter  between  the  Woodbury  and 
Central  buildings. 

CENTRAL  SCHOOL  -  Charles  F.  Prunier 

At  the  Central  School  the  reading  program  of  studies  has  been  im- 
proved iqwn  by  continuing  a  course  in  reading  through  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  In  the  past,  reading  was  part  of  the  English  Course.  We  made  this 
change  so  that  more  time  could  be  spent  in  continuing  the  development  of 
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the  reading  skills.  Field  trips  by  the  various  classes  have  included  one  to 
Logan  Airport  and  places  of  historical  interest  in  Boston,  by  the  Social 
Studies  classes  in  the  junior  hl^  school — a  trip  to  Peabody  Miiseum,  Es- 
sex Museiun  and  Salem  Willows  by  the  sixth  grade  and  a  trip  to  Pine  Island 
Park  by  the  fifth  grade. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  teachers  of  English  and  Mathematics 
have  been  busy  this  year  constructing  a  course  of  study  guide.  Thia  re- 
quired an  exchange  of  opinions  and  ideas  concerning  the  content  to  be  cov- 
ered, time  to  be  devoted  to  each  phase  of  the  subject,  materials  to  be  used 
and  any  additional  requirements  that  they  deemed  necessary  and  desirable. 

We  all  realize  that  the  Home  Economics  Department  requires  addit- 
ional facilities.  Space  and  equipment  represent  heavy  expenditures  at  a 
time  when  the  heavy  budgetary  demands  of  the  elementary  grades  are  being 
met.  The  solution  to  this  problem  will  have  to  come  at  a  more  opportune 
time. 

The  faculty  were  heartened  at  the  response  of  the  citizens  who  took 
part  in  the  program  An  Evening  for  Education.   One  of  the  chief  concerns 
of  both  parents  and  teachers  is  to  have  smaller  class  enrollment.   This 
could  well  be  our  most  immediate  and  effective  objective  for  the  improve- 
ment of  our  school  system. 

This  year  the  Central  Jtmior  H^  School  had  its  first  evening  grad- 
uation. Many  parents  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  this  innovation  was  so 
successful  that  we  plan  to  continue  the  evening  graduation  exercises. 

No  report  would  be  complete  without  expressing  our  appreciation  to 
the  schools'  many  friends.  It  is  comforting  to  know  that  our  school  health 
program  has  the  gracious  services  of  Dr.  William  Greer,  Dr.  WilUam  Land, 
Dr.  Raymond  Moore  and  Dr.  Irving  Binder.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Kiwanis 
Club,  Lions  Club,  Parent  Teachers  Association,  and  Board  of  Trade  for 
their  services  to  the  school. 


OTHER  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  principals  and  head-teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  have 
commented  on  the  many  and  varied  extra-cvirricular  activities,  including 
field  trips  and  various  projects  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  Some  schools  are 
building  filmstrip  libraries  and  some  are  adding  to  their  outside  playgroxmd 
equipment.  Worthy  of  notice  was  bi-weekly  trips  to  the  town  library  by 
grades  3  and  4  at  the  No.  6  School  last  spring  and  the  clothing  drive  at  the 
No.  1  school  for  needy  children. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  AND  HEALTH 

The  Woodbury-Central  Lunch  Program  is  now  in  the  eighth  year  of 
very  successful  operation.  Mrs.  Ann  Emilio  continues  as  its  most  capable 
manager  and  directs  a  most  efficient  kitchen  staff.  The  popularity  of  the 
limches  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  over  85,000  meals  were  served  from 
January  1  to  December  31,  1957.  A  detailed  financial  report  of  the  program 
follows  this  report. 

Jessie  Soule,  Nurse-teacher  reports  as  follows:  Sponsored  by  the 
Salem  Kiwanis  Club,  Dr.  Binder  again  this  year  is  having  a  dental  program, 
cleaning  the  teeth  of  all  pupils  in  grade  five  through  grade  eight.  Dental  de- 
cay is  probably  the  most  widespread  of  all  diseases.  Every  year  it  takes  an 
enormous  toll  in  terms  of  decayed  teeth,  toothaches,  lost  teeth  and  poor 
oral  health.  It  would  be  a  great  saving  to  add  sodium  fluoride  to  the  Salem 
town  water  supply.  This  is  recommended  by  the  American  Dental  Associ- 
ation as  well  as  by  New  Hampshire  State  Dental  and  Medical  Societies. 
Since  Salem  has  not  added  Sodium  Fluoride  to  the  town  water  supply  a  top- 
ical (local)  application  of  2%  sodium  fluoride  to  the  teeth  of  children  is  an 
effective  preventive  measure,  starting  at  age  3  years  and  continuing  every 
three  years  until  the  child  reaches  13  years.  Such  a  program  has  been  car- 
ried out  twice  in  Salem  from  grade  one  through  eight,  by  a  N.  H.  State  Soc- 
ial dental  hygienist.  Teeth  were  first  cleaned  then  three  applications  of 
sodium  fluoride  were  applied  once  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks. 
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Again  this  year,  all  students  grade  one  through  twelve  were  weighed 
and  measured.  Vision  and  hearing  were  tested.  When  defects  were  found 
parents  were  notified  so  that  corrections  could  be  made.  For  parents  who 
were  xmable  to  afford  corrections  the  Salem  Lions  Club,  Salyation  Army 
and  the  Lancaster  F\md  provided  aid.  345  home  calls  were  made  for  follow- 
up  work  for  children  needing  special  attention. 

Sponsored  by  the  Salem  Womens  Club  and  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
the  Salk  Polio  Vaccination  Program  was  held  March  14th  at  Woodbury.  Dr. 
Greer,  Dr.  Land  and  Dr.  Moore  innoculated  1467  children  with  the  vaccine. 
This  included  181  1st  innoculations,  250  2nd  innoculations  and  1036  third 
innoculations.  November  14  the  Polio  Clinic  was  again  held  at  Woodbury  and 
82  received  second  and  third  innoculations.  This  concluded  the  polio  program 
in  our  school  system. 

The  Salem  Lions  Club  again  this  year  sponsored  vacations  at  Camp 
Lincoln  for  three  boys  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  in  July  so  that  they  could 
have  the  experience  of  a  happy,  healthy  environment,  where  they  could  grow 
and  develop  personality  and  character.  State  Clinics  are  held  in  Manchester 
and  Nashua  for  children  needing  Mental  Health  Guidance  and  many  Salem 
children  attended  these  clinics.  State  Clinics  for  the  Crippled  Childrens 
program  at  the  Elliott  Eastman  Hospital  in  Manchester  is  maintained  for 
those  in  need  of  orthopedic  care.  This  clinic  did  much  work  for  Salem  pup- 
ils in  need  of  such  services.  Also,  a  Cancer  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Elliott 
Hospital  and  one  student  attended  this  clinic  for  treatment. 

Sponsored  by  the  Salem  Womens  Club  and  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
pre-school  clinics  were  held  at  Dr.  Greer's  office  for  children  in  need  of 
diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  immunization.  Children  were  also 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox  so  each  child  would  be  better  prepared  to  enter 
school  in  September.  Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May  for  those 
children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  the  following  September- -149 
pupils  were  registered  this  year. 
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Under  the  Special  Milk  Program,  sponsored  by  Federal  Aid,  the 
children  are  able  to  pvirchase  milk  at  prices  considerably  below  cost.  Free 
milk  is  provided  to  needy  children. 

Students  needing  special  attention  have  priority  over  schedule  de- 
tails. 458  children  were  referred  for  first  aid  to  the  nurse,  by  classroom 
teachers.  When  accidents  were  severe  or  temperatiures  high  the  parents 
were  notified  so  that  family  physicians  could  be  notified.  When  imable  to 
contact  parents  the  student  was  taken  to  the  doctor's  office  for  treatment. 

December  30,  1947  Mr.  Paxil  Farnvma,  Acting  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation and  Dr.  Bruce  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  held  a  series  of 
meetings  with  superintendents  and  nurse -teachers  to  discuss  the  health  pro- 
gram and  pupil-load.  Although  no  specific  conclusions  were  drawn  state  - 
ments  were  made  that  for  those  whose  schools  are  near  each  other  and  other 
services  convenient,  upwards  of  1000  students  can  be  cared  for  satisfactor- 
ily by  one  nurse.  A  median  figure  of  700  more  or  less  gives  a  reasonable 
starting  point  for  estimating  the  size  one  nurse  may  carry.  For  the  past 
year  your  nurse-teacher  was  caring  for  approximately  1500  students. 

VOCAL  AND  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  progress  of  the  Salem  Vocal  Music  program,  imder  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Marilyn  Lounsbury,  is  preceding  on  schedule  in  all  grades. 
The  Woodbury  Choristers  have  performed  twice  in  public  at  this  writing  and 
have  plans  for  more  appearances  in  the  spring. 

There  is  a  strong  need  for  a  music  room.  The  music  instructors 
work  under  an  extreme  hardship  seeking  space,  carrying  materials,  etc.  A 
room  with  adequate  storage  woutti  roimd  out  the  beginning  of  a  fine  program. 

Mr.  Calvin  Schraga,the  Band  Director  reports  as  follows:  The  band 
has  played  at  the  following  activities —three  football  games.  Veteran's  Day 
Parade,  two  assembly  programs,  Talent  Night  and  presented  Christmas 
Programs.    In  general,  the  band  has  made  a  very  marked  improvement  in 
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its  technic,  blend  and  enthusiasm.  The  Band  Parents  Club  was  re -activated 
and  has  been  meeting  monthly  with  very  progressive  results.  The  Board  of 
Trade,  Kiwanis  Club,  Band  Parents  Club,  etc.,  presented  the  band  with 
$1041.00  to  purchase  band  instrviments.  The  following  have  been  purchased 
2  B  flat  Baritone  horns,  2  Bell  Front  Alto  Horns  and  1  E  flat  Sousephone.  I 
am  very  happy  to  announce  that  now  all  of  these  instruments  are  now  beii^ 
used  in  the  band.  We  are  now  working  on  building  pp  a  large  repertoire  of 
music  in  order  that  we  mi^ht  better  serve  the  school  and  the  commvmity. 
The  cooperation  of  all  lias  been  greatly  appreciated  and  it  is  with  a  deep 
sense  of  satisfaction  that  I  submit  this  report  to  you. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS 

All  local  organizations  and  many  individuals  continue  their  fine  sup- 
port of  the  Salem  Schools.  Whether  it  is  help  at  individual  schools,  whether 
it  is  to  honor  any  specific  group,  whether  it  is  for  scholarships,  whether  it 
is  for  the  health  of  all  children — please  accept  my  appreciation  and  the  ap- 
preciation of  all  who  work  with  me. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  principals,  teachers 
and  pupils  for  their  cooperation  in  making  the  work  of  the  schools  success- 
ful.
